Signal Flags Waved and Warning Guns 
Roared to Apprise the People That 
the Fleet Was Coming.

HAVANA, April 22, 8:30 p. m.—(Delayed in transmission.)—At 4:45 o'e: 
this (Friday) afternoon the semaphore signaled that a fleet had been sighted on ti. 
eastern side of the island. It was said to be without any colors to show its nation- 
ality. 

From the front of Moro Castle the correspondent of the Assaciated Press saw 
smoke in the distance, and soon afterwards he made out three vessels on the 
horizon. At that time La Punta, the fort on the side of the harbor opposite Moro 
Castle, was crowded with curious people, including many ladies. In addition 
crowds of people could be seen at various points of vantage, many of them gath- 
ering on the roofs of houses. 

At 6 p. m. the semaphore signaled that it was the United States fleet which was 
in sight, and at 6:15 p. m.a red flag was run up at the signal station, warning guns 
were fired from Moro Castle and afterwards from Cabanas Fortress, adjoining it. 
This caused excitement throughout the city and was the first real note of war. 
When the first signal came from the semaphore station a British schooner which was 
in the harbor put to sea. She was immediately followed by the German steamer 
Remus. Some time afterward the American steamer Saratoga put to sea. 

The cannon shots from the fortresses stirred up the regular troops and vol- 
unteers throughout Havana and its vicinity, and there was a rush to quarters. The 
signal guns from the fortifications echoed to the palace and throughout the streets, 
causing people to rush from the houses with the result that all the thoroughfares were | 
soon crowded with excited inhabitants. 

Captain-General Blanco heard the shots while at the palace, to which place the 
Generals and Commanders of the volunteers promptly repaired, full of excitement 
and warlike enthusiasm. Some time afterwards the Captain-General, accompanied 
by his staff, the Generals and others left the palace and were warmly acclaimed by 
the soldiers and populace. The General then made a brief, final inspection of the 
fortifications and went to a spot from which he could see the approaching fleet. 
There certainly was no sign of alarm anywhere. The Spaniards are confident that 
Havana is prepared for any eventuality, and they have great faith in the strength of 
their forts, batteries, etc., and in the effectiveness of their heavy artillery. In fact, 
there was a feeling of satisfaction at the warlike tremors which spread everywhere 
when it was seen that the hour of battle was apparently approaching and that the 
Spaniards were sobn to give battle to their enemies. Only those who witnessed 
the demeanor of the people, military and civilians, can understand the enthugjiasm 
which prevailed on all sides. 

As the time passed more and more people crowded to the spot from which the 
fleet could be seen favorably. There was a great movement of the masses through 
all the streets and on all the squares. The coffee houses and clubs were crowded | 
with excited people, discussing the arrival of the American warships. The Spaniards 
expressed themselves as anxious to measure arms with the “invaders,” and there was 
no expression of doubt as to the result. Many of the stores are closed, as their 
owners and employes are volunteers and have thereiore been called to the defense 
of the city. 

As this dispatch is sent the civil and military authorities of Havana are in con- 
sultation at the palace, and every precaution possible to the Spaniards has been taken 
to guard against surprise and to resist an attack if the bombardment is commenced,

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NEW.YORK, April 2.—A dispatch to the Herald from Madrid siys: 

“A wave of red-hot enthusiasm swept Over this place with the departure of the 
American Minister. The demonstration upon the station platform yesterday was the 
first of a series that lasted well into the small hours of the morning. Every time a 
dozen or more people form a group some one is sure to give the signal and ‘Viva 
Espana” is cried until all are hoarse. 

An incident has happened that has unfavorably troubled the people, superstitious 
as are all races with Latin blood in their veins. The handsome building of the 
Equitable Life Insurance Co. stands at the corner of Calle de Alcalla and Call de 
Sivilla. High up on the facade and just below the dome stood last night an American 
eagle, keeping guard with outstretched wings over the starred and striped shield of 
the United States. 

Underneath it, fastened to the balcony, was a flagstaff, where on festivals and holl- 
days the American flag usually floated, The angry crowd assembled before the build- 
ing howling for the American escutcheon to be torn down. As the hours went on the 
crowd became denser, The Spanish flag was run out on the pole and was greeted with 
wild cheers. Finally two men climbed up to the obnoxious eagle and shield and suc- 
ceeded at last in tearing down the emblem. 

This they flung to the crowd below, which was waiting with frantic impatience to 
tear !t to pieces, but, in its fall, the eagle, with its starry shield, tore away the Span- 
ish flag, and both came to the ground together. There was a hush of dismay for a mo- 
ment. Then some one caught up the flag and waved it aloft, while the crowd ewept 
around it with shouts and even sobs of enthustasm. 

Senor Rosilio, director of the Equitable Agency, made a speech from the balcony, 
stating that all the employes in the building were Spanish and that the institution 
was mortgaged upon the lives of Spanish subjects, The building was then bright with 
waving Spanish flags.

England, April 23.—The Post-Dispatch correspondent learns from a mem- 
ber of the British Parliament, who is in the secret, of the organizing of a Spanish 
privateering syndicate here. 

The scheme is to send an 18-knot steamer, equipped with small repid-firing guns, 
to make a descent upon Seattle at the time the miners are flocking down there from 
the Klondike with their hoard of gold. 

The Spanish naval commissicn now in London has consented in at least two cases 
to consider applications from English adventurers for letters of marque. Owing to 
this, the naval commission has been warned by the British Government against com- 
mitting any breach of the neutrality laws. So the applicants were advised to ad- 
dress themselves direct to Madrid. 

Ambassador Hay has been informed that Spanish officials here are enlisting men 
secretly. He probably will complain of it to the British Government. Although he 
has a multitude of applications to enlist In the American army, Col. Hay has pub- 
lished a card in the newspapers announcing that volunteers cannot be enrolled on 
this side of the Atlantic because of the British foreign enlistment act. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has the best authority for saying that Spain sent 
a reply to Balfour concerning her intention to privateer and search ships that was so 
evasive in character as to be virtually no reply at all. The British Charge D’Affatires 
at Madrid has been instructed to present a further note on the subject, couched in 
urgent terms, asking for a declaration of Spain’s intentions. 

It is belleved that if the reply is unsatisfactory England will retort by shutting her 
ports for coal to both belligerents. The threat of such a course is the only influence 
England can exert now on Madrid, where her attitude is so bitterly resented as to lead 
to a demand through the Spanish press that all FEnglish as well as American corre- 
spondents be conducted to the Spanish frontier, 

Mr. Balfour hopes to have Spain's answer by Monday, but unless there iz a change 
in the temper of the Spanish Cabinet, it is fully believed that the answer, despite the 
probable consequences will be unfavorable. 

The British admiralty has ordered that all ships carrying naval stores shall be pro- 
vided with certificates showing that the stores belong to the British Government. 
This is done to prevent them being confiscated.

SPAIN’S CABINET OFFERS RESIGNATION.

MADRID, Spain, by way of Bayonne, France, April 23.—A ministerial crisis 
has added a new danger to the situation in Spain. 

Premier Sagasta has tendered the resignation of the whole Cabinet. 

He did this, he explained, in order to make it easier for the Queen to consult 
the leading statesmen, generals and admirals of all parties, so as to judge whethet 
new men would be better able to face the gravest crisis of this century. 

If Sagasta is not retained in office with all his present colleagues except Colo< 
nial Secretary Moret (whose colonial policy is considered a failure, making him 
very unpopular), the Queen may ask Marshal Campos to organize a military cab- 
inet, which shall have almost dictatorial powers in order to carry on the war.

is given for what it may be worth: 


MADRID, Apri! 8, 1898.—The final blow to be struck Spain is abott to be 
delivered. It is the rising of the reserves against the government when the gov- 


ernment shall find it necessary to call on them to serve. As it is, the complete ruin 


of Spain is outlined in the attitude of the reserves. It is certain that the reserves 
will not act under the orders of the Sagasta Government. As soon as they areé 
called on to do so they will turn against the government, and if they can upset if 


and establish matters as they desire. 


I hardly think the government will have the courage to face the situation. In 
such an event there would be a division in the Cabinet and the dismissal of the 


ministers who have not the pluck to continue the game. 


TWO POSSIBLE STRATEGIC PLANS. 


WASHINGTON, Aprt] 23.—Members of the diplomatic corps say that no question 
can be raised as to the right of the United States to declare a blockade. This being 
conceded, foreign powers will accept ft as binding. Speaking of the blockade, the 
military attache of one of the leading foreign establishments here said: 

“The right of blockade is clearly recognized, and this blockade of Cuba will be 
universally respected by forelgn powers. 

“The limited extent of the blockade is doubtless due to the necessity of making the 
blockade effective. Unless effective, a blockade is not binding, and with the extend- 
ed seacoast surrounding Cuba it would be very difficult, if not Impossible, to main- 
tain an effective blockade of the entire island. The blockade will have the effect of 
stopping all commerce, even in neutral ships, to and from the ports covered by the 
President’s proclamation. But at the same time it should be understood that a neu- 
tral ship may take her own chances of running the blockade. In that case she acts 
at her peril and she can under no circumstances expect indemnity from either of the 
belligerent powers.” 

This military alde, who !s a recognized authority on war strategy, also pointed 
out the two strategic moves open to the Spanish Navy, one or the other of which, 
he belleved, would be adopted. He said: 

“The first and probably the best strategic naval move by Spain, would Be te 
concentrate and hold her fleet at the Cape Verde Islands and the Canaries, and wait 
until the American fleet came to them. It would be a waiting game, but it would 
promise much better results than seeking a decisive naval engagement far away 
from the base of supplies and from coal. The only serious difficulty ‘would be that 
it would necessitate the abandonment of Cuba and Porto Rico. Whether the Spaniards 
are willing to make 80 great a sacrifice as a strategio move for ultimate naval suo 
ceas remains to be seen. If not, then the Spanish Navy must choose the other 
strategic move of making a dash to this side and risking everything on the chance 
of a decisive victory at the outset. It would be a desperate move, but if success 
fully executed it would prove of inestimable value, 


A STERN CHASE AFTER TWO SHIPS. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 23.—There is much excitement here over the probable haul- 
ing in of the two Spanish steamships, the Catalana and Maiguel Joves, which sailed 
for Havana late Thursday night. The customs officials say they will never reach that 
port, and if they should put out for the home ports, Genoa and Barcelona respective- 
ly, they are practically certain of capture before they show their heels to the waters 
of the Gulf. ; 

The United States wants these ships badly, and the little revenue cutter Galveston 
went down the river after them. The Galveston can easily handle them, as she is 
armed with a Hotchkiss gun and two 20-pound Dahigrens. Her epeed, though, is 
against her, as she can make only nine knots per hour. 

Collector Wilkinson got the tip that the Catalina had aboard some papers which 
were of inestimable value to the Spanish Government. It is believed that they con- 
tained information regarding the defen. *+ of New Orleans and the gulf coast.

It was a dozen feet below the door sill and 
nothing near enough to offer support, There 
are marks on the greasy, slippery walls, 
where the frenzied man had clutched wild- 
ly to save himself. 

There was not an outery from him, or if 
there was it was too faint to rise above the 
noise of the heavy machinery in the place, 
His fellow-workmen did not know what had 
happened until after he fell, and then he 
was all but dead. 

The thump of his body striking the gran- 
itoid below and groaning heard by one of 
the brewers who was peering into the shaft 
led to an investigation and the awful dis- 
covery. It was found that the head was 
almost severed from the body, being held 
by a mere shred of flesh. The man’s neck 
was also broken. 

The iron hook told the story. It had cut 

to Ringwald’s neck, suspending the body 
vill there was nothing more to hold it.

It is 
now for the dead, The sister, weeping, said 
she could never believe it until the dead 
body was found. 

On the river front, Brooks’ friends de- 
nounce the ferryboat pilot. It is claimed 
the boat was headed directly at Brooks’ lit- 
tle craft, in plain view of the ferry crew. 

The fisherman was bending over the north 
side of his ‘boat and did not see the large 
steamer until it fairly swasnped him. 

The crew of the big boat say that it was 
too late to steer away when Brooks’ skiff 
was seen to remain stationary. 


PATENT LAW AMENDMENT.

€enator Hanna Froposes a Measure 


Hurtful to Poor Inventors. 


It is reported from Washington that Sena- 
tor Hanna has introduced an amendment to 
the: patent laws which will work a great 
hardship to poor inventors who are trying 
(0 push their patents with a limited amount 
of capital. The amendment leaves them open 
to all sorts of attacks from those of more 
means who may desire to take their rights 
from them, 

Midks & Lane, patent attorneys of this 
city, have furnished the full text of this 
amendment of Senator Hanna. They are of 
the) opin.on that if such law is passed a 
poar man who has or shall take out &a 
paten: would be at the merey of any person, 
firm or corporation who has money to carry 
on litigation. It is as foliows: 

That in cases of infringements or alleged in- 
fringements by purchasers or users of any 
patented device whatever, any individgal com- 
pany or corporation, to establish their claims 
upon patents of said devices, shail, in the 
courts having jurisdiction, enter suit against 
sudd purchaser or user within the space of five 
years from the date of the first alleged infringe- 
ment by said purchaser or user, or be forever 
debarred from collecting royalty or damage for 
the use of said device, to the end that the pur- 
chaser shall become the owner in reality as 
well as in paime, and not be further molested. 

Chat any individual, company or corporation 
ownlng or controlling patents acquired by pur- 
chase or otherwise, in case of alleged itofringe- 
ment by any inventor or manufacturer of any 
device whatever, to establish their claim of in- 
fringement on said device shall, in the court 
hav.ng Jurisdiction, enter sult within the space 
of one year from the date of gaid tnfringement, 
or be forever debarred from eviiecting damages 
from said in¥entor or manufacturer. though this 
ect shall not be so construed as to debar any 
individual, company or corporation from estab- 
lishing their ownership to patents upon said

Gpecial Officer George Williams, attached 
to Chief Desmond's staff, shot and killed a 
man supposed to he William McDrearty 
the back porch of the vacant house, 8%7 
Washington avenue, at 7 o’clock Saturday 
morning. 

There were dozens of eyewitnesses to the 
shooting. The consensus of opinion among 
them is that Officer Willlams deliberately

At the same time several of us left to 
get a physician. I called for Dr. Green,

“We don’t want you here,” said Sergt.

Pending the arrival of the Chief Williams 
Sat in the outer office and related his story 
until warned by Patrolman Sullivan to 
keep still. 

“I have heen on watch at the residence 
of Mrs. George Moore, 3950 Washington av- 
enue, for several nights,"’ said Williams,

Mrs. E. E. Hudson of 3620 Maston avenue, 
keeper of the restaurant named in the 
ticket found on the dead man, called at the 
Morgue at 11 o’clock and identified the 
body as that of William McDrearty, who 
had frequently taken meals at her place, 
but she had not seen him during the past 
two months. She referred the officers for 
further information to Mrs. Patrick Freile 
of 3635 €ozens avenue. 

Mrs. Freile, when called on, said she had 
known McDrearty ever since he was a 
child, in Donegal, Ireland: that he was 2 
years Old and had been two years in this 
city. He has a sister, Katie McDrearty, 
living in Philadelphia. He had been work- 
ing until recently for the Suburban Rail- 
way. He was rooming with Mrs. Lamb. 
3633 Cozens avenue, and taking his meals 
anywhere. 

Mrs. Lamb says McDrearty went to his 
room at 9 o’clock Friday night, saying he 
was sick and would take some medicine. 
He arose early Saturday morning, on ac- 
count of the medicine, and left the house.

30 and 
last Wednesday, and she, with detectives 
of the insurance companies, had failed to 
detect the firebug. Her fine dog had been 
recently poisoned and she was afraid to 
live in the house. 

Detective George Williams is one of the 
new men on Chief Desmond's force. He is 
2% years old and was appointed detective 
July 1, 1897. He has made several clever 
captures, and in the office of the Police 
Board hig record is marked “good.”” He has 
never been before the bard for trial on 
any charge.

Two Men Fatally Injured by a 
Cave-In 


SEVENTH AND CHESTNUT. 


ANOTHER ACCIDENT ON 
BASEMENT OF THE OLD 
WABASH. 


THE 


TUOY AND TOOLIS 
ARE THE MEN HURT. 


One With Two Ribs in His Lungs and 
the Other Has Internal In- 
juries and Fractured 
Limbs, 


Two workmen employed on the ruins of 
the Wabash Building, Seventh and Chest- 
nut streets, were buried under tons of 
earth and stone shortly after 7 o’clock 
Saturday morning. 

They are John Tuoy, 88 years old, unmar- 
ried, living at 1826 Biddle street, and John 
Toolis, 2% years old, married and living at 
1020 Market street. 

Their injuries are considered fatal by the 
doctors at the City Hospital, where they 
were removed after being rescued from 
their entombment. 

The men were in the employ of the George 
J. Fuller Contracting Co., with offices in 
the Fullerton Building. With a force of 
10 men they went to work at 7 o’clock 


“ seibet F 
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Saturday morning under the direction of 
Foreman J. Pearson. The stone walls of 
the basement of the old Wabash building 
are yet standing, and the workers were Set 
at. work tearing down the east basement 
wall, which is overlooked by Seventh street. 

Friday night’s hard rains had consider- 
ably softened the embankment, and when 
Tuoy first sunk his pick into the earth 
he reported to his foreman that the posi- 
tion was unsafe, and that the bank wae 
likely to cave in at any moment. Foreman 
Pearson ordered a brace placed againgt 
the wall and the work proeeeded, with 
Tuoy at the base of the embankment and 
Toolis at work on a short ladder. 

Five other laborers were digging their 
icks into the wall a few feet distant from 
aay and Toolis, wren a miniature land- 
slide was started at the corner of the ex- 
cavation below Seventh and Chestnut 
streets. The five laborers saw it and ran 
calling at the same time to Toolis and 
Tuoy. Both of these men had no oppor- 
tunity to run and they were caught in 
the mass of earth and stone which fell by 
the ton. Jn the noise and confusion which 
resulted the five men who escaped were 
overlooked and the alarm was given that 
all were buried under the displaced earth. 

The services of No. 6 company from the 
fire station on Seventh street, between Olive 
and Pine streets, were summoned by tele- 
phone and the work of rescue devolved 
upon the firemen, with their picks and 
axes. They lost no time in uncovering the 
unconscious bodies of Tuoy and Toolis. Am- 
bulances from the City Dispensary had 
been called in the meantime and were 
waiting to receive the injured men. 

The victims were taken on the run to the 
dispensary and hurriedly passed on to the 
City Hospital, at which institution the ex- 


The firemen continued digging in the em- 
bankment, and it was not until half an hour 
after Toolis and Tuoy had been taken away 
that it was discovered that the other work- 
were alive and mingling with the
